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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Newquay  Urban  District  for  the  year 
1963. 


The  report,  which  follows,  demonstrates  some  pleasing  features 
as  well  as  some  unsatisfactory  onesa  The  infantile  mortality  rate 
shows  a  marked  drop  from  the  previous  year,  and  is  also  lower  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales.  Too  much  should  not  be  made  of  this  possibly 
as  where  small  figures  are  involved,  minor  fluctuations  in  numbers  show 
up  as  great  fluctuations  in  the  rate.  However,  it  is  probably  as 
justifiable  to  be  pleased  at  a  drop  as  to  be  perturbed  at  a  rise  in  rate. 
It  is  noteworthy  that  no  death  occurred  during  the  year  after  the  first 
week  of  life,  this  reflecting  credit  on  parental  care  and  general 
practitioner  and  nursing  services.  The  death  rate  was  lower  than  the 
national  average. 

Infectious  diseases  notification  was  almost  solely  confined  to 
measles.  It  is  pleasant  to  record  a  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  in  the 
tuberculosis  list. 

The  County  Council  services  functioned  well,  but  the  demands 
of  the  tourist  trade  makes  recruitment  of  the  home  help  service  difficult. 

The  sections  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  inspections  of 
food  premises,  general  inspections,  meat  inspection,  housing  inspections, 
publ:  conveniences  etc  have  been  supplied  by  your  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  I  will  say  little  about  this  except  to  make  one  or  two 
points.  Although  regular  inspections  of  food  premises  are  carried  out 
and  advice  given  regarding  cleanliness  in  dealing  with  food,  it  is  still 
difficult  to  get  across  to  some  food  handlers  the  importance  of  scrupulous 
cleanliness.  It  is  pleasing  to  note,  however,  that  in  spite  of  the 
large  number  of  visl  ors  no  cases  of  infectious  disease  due  to  food  was 
recorded,  100$  meat  inspection  at  Lane  Slaughterhouse  was  carried  out. 
There  is  evidence  that  a  growing  need  for  pushing  ahead  with  further  work 
in  connection  with  sewage  disposal  exists.  Some  of  the  streams  show 
evidence  of  pollution  and  are  a  source  of  danger  so  long  as  the  pollution 
persists.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  urban  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Newquay  and 
District  Water  Company.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Plans  are  in  hand  to  renew  and  increase  the  size  of  existing  pipes 
in  areas  already  sewered  and  to  sewer  fresh  areas.  The  great  increase  in

population  which  occurs  for  a  considerable  part  of  the  year  throws  a 
strain  on  the  exi sting  sewage  systems. 

The  Public  Health  Department  undertakes  the  destruction  of  rats  by 
treatment  of  the  sewers. 

STREAM  PPLLUTICN 

A  constant  check  is  kept  on  the  many  streams  which  make  their 
ways  across  beaches.  Evidence  of  pollution  has  been  found  due  to  cesspit 
overflow,  and  ever  loaded  sewers,  particularly  during  rain  storms.  Steps 
are  in  hard  to  remove  these  sources  of  pollution  and  to  treat  the  streams. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Regular  collection  of  refuse  occurs  and  the  paper  bag  system 
has  been  instituted  in  one  area  of  the  town. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


'The  care  and  control  of  the  public  conveniences  has  been  put 
under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  217  inspections 
were  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  turnstyles  have 
been  removed  from  all  the  conveniences.  Three  new  blocks  of  conveniences 
are  on  the  list  of  works  to  be  carried  out  during  1964/65.  These  are 
needed  due  to  the  tremendous  seasonal  population  increase  each  year.

RABBIT  CONTROL 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Columb  and  District  Babbit 
Clearance  Society,  and  during  the  past  year  much  effort  has  been  made  to 
reduce  the  numbers  of  rabbits  infesting  the  Council’s  open  spaces  and 
other  properties. 

This  constant  effort  has  some  effect,  but  at  the  same  time  it 
is  disappointing  to  have  to  report  increasing  numbers  in  some  locations. 

Myxamatosis  is  again  present  in  the  area  and  is  killing  many 

rabbits, 

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  employs  a  full  time  Rodent  Operative,  who  is 
active  throughout  the  year  in  answering  complaints  where  rats  have  been 
suspected  and  also  assists  to  exteriminats  beetles,  wasps  and  othe  pests. 

The  whole  of  the  sewerage  system  has  been  baited  to  test  for 
the  presence  of  rats  during  the  year,  and  where  baits  were  found  to  have 
been  taken,  poison  baits  were  laid. 

INSECT  PEST 3 

A  charge  is  made  when  insect  pests  are  dealt  with  on  business 
premises,  but  in  ordinary  households  a  free  service  of  insect  extermination 
is  carried  out. 

Several  infestations  by  vermin  were  dealt  with  during  the  year, 
some  of  them  on  caravan  sites  where  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  work.

Company  Limited  and  animals  are  slaughtered  for  food  every  day  including 
Sundays.  Most  of  the  meat  goes  to  London  for  sale,  only  about  %  coming 
into  Newquay  butcher  shops.

The  policy  of  offering  protection  to  school  children  against 
Tuberculosis  by  the  use  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  was  continued.  In  1963  the 
children  in  the  11th  year  and  12th  year  age  groups  were  selected.  A 
total  of  1,319  children  received  a  preliminary  test  in  order  to  exclude 
children  already  vaccinated  and  those  v/h.o  have  had  some  infections 
previously.  The  B.C.G.  vaccine  was  giver  to  931  children  snowing  a 
negative  reaction.  The  figures  quoted  are  for  the  whole  of  Health  Area 
IV  und  includes  Newquay  figures.  Many  children  attending  Newquay 
schools  come  from  the  surrounding  districts  and  therefore  it  appears 
that  the  Area  figures  are  more  informative .  The  age  groups  for  1964 
will  be  lowered  to  10  to  11  years.
